TJte  Big  Break 

Local  Man  Featured  in  Spielberg  Film 

By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 


For  Marion's  Brian  Belli,  his  brush  with  greatness 
came  not  as  an  on-the-spot  embellishment  during  a  late- 
night  talk  show,  but  under  the  careful  scrutiny  and 
watchful  eye  of  Academy  Award-winning  director  Steven 
Spielberg.  And  what  started  with  the  urging  of  his  son  to 
audition  for  a  period  project  being  filmed  in  nearby  New 
England  locations  ended  up  with  an  extended  part  in  the 
forthcoming  Spielberg  epic,  Amistad. 

"My  son,  Andrew,  heard  about  the  film  on  the 
news  and  he  thought  it  would  be  a  great  thing  for  us  to 
get  involved  in,"  Mr.  Belli  said.  "He's  heavily  involved  in 
school  and  enjoys  the  stage  ...  and  we  went  down  there 
and  waited  in  line  for  hours  and  gave  them  a  resume  and 
photo.  About  a  month  later  they  called  my  house,  and  I 
was  excited.  But  they  had  called  for  me,  and  not  for  my 
son." 

Mr.  Belli  said  he  was  surprised  to  have  been 
selected,  since  he  initially  auditioned  on  a  whim.  "I 
figured  I  was  out  there  waiting  in  line,  why  not  try  out?  In 
fact,  I  gave  them  a  picture  that  I  had  drawn  of  myself,  and 
under  the  drawing  I  put  'can  be  animated  if  needed,'"  he 
said.  "Perhaps  that  got  their  attention,  I  don't  know.  You 
have  to  get  their  attention  sometimes  with  something 
different." 

After  agreeing  to  show  up  to  work  as  an  extra  on 
the  film  —  a  period  piece  set  in  the  early  1800's  which 
tells  the  story  of  a  revolt  aboard  a  slave  ship  —  Mr.  Belli 
would  soon  find  himself  rubbing  elbows  with  the  likes  of 
Morgan  Freeman,  Matthew  McConaughey,  Nigel 
Hawthorne,  and  Anthony  Hopkins.  "They  originally  cast 
me  as  a  Supreme  Court  gentleman,  an  onlooker,  a  wealthy 
landowner,"  he  said.  "And  when  I  went  to  do  the  scene, 
they  wanted  about  30  men  —  there  were  no  women,  of 
course.  At  this  time  in  history,  women  couldn't  vote,  they 
didn't  own  land,  they  weren't  in  Congress,  they  weren't 
in  courts.  Everything  revolved  around  the  men." 

After  being  fitted  for  a  costume,  Mr.  Belli 
explained  that  he  was  chosen  by  the  assistant  director  to 
play  an  extra  in  a  court  room  scene  that  first  day.  "We 
went  into  rehearsal  and  then  we  had  lunch,"  he  said. 
"During  lunch,  I  realized  Steven  Spielberg  was  sitting  at 
my  table.  I  didn't  say  a  word  throughout  lunch  ...  I  was 
kind  of  frozen  in  my  tracks.  When  we  came  back  after 
lunch,  they  had  moved  the  bench  where  I  was  sitting  and 
I  was  told  they  no  longer  needed  us  ...  because  the  lights 
weren't  perfect  for  the  scene,  they  had  to  make  changes." 

Needless  to  say,  despite  seeing  Mr.  Spielberg  and 
the  other  Hollywood  players,  Mr.  Belli's  first  day  on  the 
set  was  less  than  thrilling.  "I  went  home  very 
disappointed  ...  however,  I  got  a  call  that  evening  at  1:30 
in  the  morning  asking  if  I'd  like  to  be  a  Congressman," 
Mr.  Belli  said.  "So  I  met  them  up  in  Boston  ...  and  that's 


when  I  did  my  first  scene  as  an  extra.  We  had  to  walk 
through  a  scene  in  the  halls  of  Congress.  And  I  later  had  a 
larger  scene  when  I  was  sitting  in  front  of  Anthony 
Hopkins." 

Mr.  Belli  described  the  Oscar-winning  Sir 
Anthony  Hopkins  as  a  very  "down-to-earth  man"  who 
certainly  doesn't  carry  an  air  of  self-importance  about 
him.  "I  sat  in  front  of  Anthony  Hopkins  during  his  big 
scene  (as  John  Quincy  Adams  at  the  State  House)  in 
Boston  ...  and  I  had  a  brief  conversation  with  him  after  his 
scene,"  he  said.  "I  think  he'd  prefer  to  be  one  of  the  guys 
but  his  position  doesn't  allow  him  to  be." 

Though  he  was  happy  enough  to  have  been 
included  in  the  film  at  all,  Mr.  Belli's  adventure  was  just 
beginning.  He  would  next  be  "upgraded"  to  play  a  more 
significant  one-on-one  role  with  Nigel  Hawthorne  as 
President  Martin  Van  Buren.  "How  I  got  my  (big)  scene 
was  really  strange,"  he  said.  "They  were  filming  different 
angles  of  the  presidential  campaign  train  ...  and  one  time 
the  train  stopped  and  the  secretary  to  the  president  had  to 
come  down  off  the  train  and  take  a  letter  to  the  president, 
while  under  a  lot  of  stress.  They  chose  me  to  be  that

person. 

Mr.  Belli  explained  that  his  scene,  which  lasts 
about  "four  minutes"  in  the  movie,  was  partly-scripted 
and  partly-improvised.  "I'm  taking  a  letter  with  a  (quill) 
and  inkwell  to  (President  Van  Buren),"  he  said.  "(Mr. 
Spielberg)  gave  me  props  —  the  quill,  letter,  and  inkwell 
—  and  he  wanted  me  to  play  the  scene  under  duress." 

In  order  to  heighten  his  sense  of  nervousness  and 
duress,  Mr.  Belli  decided  to  exchange  hats  with  a  fellow 
Congressman,  so  he  would  have  something  to  play  off. 
"The  other  Congressman's  hat  was  a  bit  big  ...  and  I 
figured  that  would  be  an  additional  thing  for  me  to  have 
to  deal  with  while  I  was  trying  to  take  this  letter  to  the 
president,"  he  said.  "So  during  the  scene  the  hat  would  be 
creeping  down  on  my  forehead  and  I'd  have  to  deal  with 
that,  too." 

Of  course,  Mr.  Belli  did  get  some  pointers  from 
his  director,  too.  In  fact,  he  noticed  a  clear  example  of  Mr. 
Spielberg's  "genius"  while  they  were  shooting  his  big 
scene.  "I  had  watched  him  do  I'd  say  100  takes  or  more  of 
some  scenes,"  he  said.  "And  the  whole  time  he  was  very 
patient.  But  when  he  wanted  me  to  play  my  scene  a  little 
on  edge,  he  put  me  on  edge.  I  realized  what  he  was  trying 
to  do,  he  was  trying  to  make  me  nervous  —  because  that's 
what  the  scene  called  for.  I  thought  to  myself,  that's  not 
what  he's  like  ...  so  I  knew  why  he  was  doing  it. 

"Spielberg  wanted  me  to  play  a  type  of  a 
bumpkin  and  I  guess  I  was  able  to  pull  it  off,"  Mr.  Belli 
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said.  "However,  it  is  out  of  character  for  me.  It  was 
something  of  a  stretch  ...  though  my  wife  may  not  think 
so." 

Unlike  the  image  many  people  have  of 
Hollywood  directors  —  especially  someone  of  Steven 
Spielberg's  stature  —  Mr.  Belli  said  he  is  far  from  a  control 
freak,  and  displays  an  incredible  amount  of  patience  and 
professionalism  when  dealing  with  his  actors.  "The  image 
I  had  of  Steven  Spielberg  was  that  he  was  very  talented 
and  he  was  able  to  put  down  his  vision  on  film,"  he  said. 
"I  just  never  realized  that  he  was  able  to  translate  his 
vision  to  his  (actors).  I  saw  that  was  very  easily  done.  He's 
an  actor  himself.  He  would  go  down  and  do  the  scene 
himself  for  the  actors  ...  and  you  would  say  to  yourself,

'Now  I  know  how  it's  done.'  He's  able  to  do  that. 

"Mr.  Spielberg  is  a  patient,  patient,  patient  man, 
which  isn't  easy  when  you're  working  with  a  lot  of  people 
in  different  environments,"  Mr.  Belli  added.  "This  is  a 
period  piece  where  we  had  to  stop  shooting  every  time  a 
plane  went  over  (us).  We  did  a  lot  of  outside  scenes, 
especially  in  Providence,  where  there  was  an  ambulance 
going  by  every  ten  minutes." 

Mr.  Belli  said  it  was  a  dream  come  true  to  work 
with  Steven  Spielberg,  and  noted  that  the  director 
surrounds  himself  with  professional,  talented  people. 
"One  thing  people  don't  realize  on  big  movies  like  this  is 
there  are  often  more  people  behind  the  camera  than  are 
on  camera,"  he  said.  "Even  in  the  larger  scenes,  there  are 
still  hundreds  of  people  communicating  with  each  other 
over  headsets  ...  Mr.  Spielberg  is  obviously  the  director, 
but  he  has  his  generals  that  he's  constantly  speaking  to 
and  everybody  flares  out  —  it's  unbelievable." 

According  to  Mr.  Belli,  the  Spielberg  entourage 
treats  everyone  with  an  equal  amount  of  respect. 
"Working  with  his  people,  I  was  very  impressed  with  the 
coordination  and  professionalism  of  everyone  under 
him,"  he  said. 

In  addition  to  getting  onscreen  time  in  a  Spielberg 
film,  the  nine  days  of  work  which  resulted  in  12  different 
scenes  also  qualified  Mr.  Belli  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Screen  Actors'  Guild  (SAG)  and  the  possibility  of  a  screen 
credit.  Such  honors  could  also  lead  to  future  film  roles. 

"I'm  hoping  I'll  get  a  screen  credit ...  maybe  as 
'the  bumbling  presidential  aide,'"  he  mused.  "I've  made  a 
few  calls,  now  hopefully  I  can  get  a  few  parts  here  and 
there." 

One  possible  project  he's  interested  in  is  a 
rumoured  remake  of  Herman  Melville's  Moby  Dick,  which 
would  be  filmed  in  New  Bedford  starring  Patrick  Stewart 
of  Star  Trek:  Tlw  Next  Generation  fame.

to  be  true.  The  school  staged  its  first-ever  "mock  trial"  as 
part  of  a  three-week  program  teaching  students  about  the 
dangers  of  drugs  and  alcohol.  Grade  5  teacher  Kevin 
Tavares  contacted  Darren  Johnson,  the  Community 
Education  Assistant  from  the  District  Attorney's  office,  to 
set  up  the  program,  which  culminated  in  the 
aforementioned  proceeding.  Participating  in  the  event 
were  real-life  Prosecuting  Attorney  Paul  Sullivan,  Defense 
Attorney  Maria  DeSouto,  and  Sgt.  Paul  Magee,  DARE 
officer  with  the  Mattapoisett  Police  Department. 

"The  program  was  held  over  a  three-week  period, 
lasting  one  hour  each  week,"  said  Mr.  Tavares.  "It  was  run 
in  conjunction  with  the  DARE  Program.  The  first  week 
Darren  Johnson  came  to  the  school  to  set  up  the  scenario 
of  four  students  who  go  to  a  friend's  house  after  school. 
They're  watching  MTV  and  they  find  some  beers  in  the 
fridge.  They  start  drinking  and  a  female  student  goes  into 
the  bathroom  and  finds  some  pills  in  the  medicine 
cabinet,  which  she  takes." 

After  setting  up  the  fictional  scenario,  the 
students  are  told  the  police  are  called  in  when  neighbors 
hear  a  disturbance  at  the  house.  Sgt.  Magee  responds  to 
the  call  and  finds  two  of  the  students  in  the  house, 
intoxicated,  and  the  girl  passed  out  from  taking  the  pills. 
The  fourth  student  —  who  is  later  found  not  guilty  —  is 
outside,  playing  basketball. 

"The  second  week,  the  students  are  shown  some 
of  the  drug  and  alcohol  paraphernalia  which  has  been 
collected  from  the  crime  scene,"  Mr.  Tavares  said.  "Then, 
in  the  final  week,  the  students  are  tried  for  possession  of 
alcohol  and  the  rest  of  the  (Grade  5)  students  serve  as  the 
jury." 

Those  tried  and  found  guilty  by  a  jury  of  their 
peers  in  the  mock  proceedings  were  Hannah  Blanchard, 
Ben  Mechler,  and  Corey  Sylvia.  Ross  Upton  was  acquitted 
of  the  crime.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  April  14  at  5:30 
pm  by  Chairman  Robert  J.  St.  Jean.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Everett  L.  Hardy,  Selectman  Peter  W.  Koczera, 
and  Executive  Secretary  Elaine  Miranda. 

Before  reviewing  incoming  correspondence  for 
the  week,  the  board  first  voted  to  again  hold  re- 
appointment of  Chris  Renfree  to  the  By-Law  Review 
Committee  until  they  had  a  chance  to  discuss  this  with 
Mr.  Renfree.  Ms.  Miranda  noted  that  traditionally  a 
representative  from  the  Building  Department  is  always  on

was  no  longer  interested  in  serving  in  that  capacity. 

The  board  also  unanimously  voted  to  appoint  Ms. 
Miranda  as  the  town's  temporary  Assistant  Treasurer  for 
the  week  while  Town  Treasurer  Lillian  Garbaciak  is  out 
due  to  a  death  in  the  family.  Ms.  Miranda  will  serve  in 
this  temporary  capacity  to  do  all  banking  business  for  the 
town  during  the  interim. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the 
board  received  a  memo  from  DPW  Superintendent 
Richard  Setele  regarding  the  proposed  South  Main  Street 
paving  project.  As  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Department  doesn't  have  the  staff  available  to  engineer 
the  sidewalk  to  meet  American  Disabilities  Act  (ADA) 
standards,  the  Town  of  Acushnet  will  have  to  hire  an 
engineer  for  this  purpose.  Mr.  Setele  noted  in  his  memo 
that  an  engineer  has  been  contacted  to  get  a  cost  estimate 
and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  (BPW)  has  been  informed 
of  this  matter. 

The  Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay  (CBB)  next  sent  a 
letter  of  support  tor  Article  15  on  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  warrant  to  appropriate  funding  for  financing 
repairs,  replacements,  or  upgrades  of  septic  systems  in 
Acushnet.  The  board  unanimously  voted  to  place  this 
letter  on  file. 

Animal  Control  Officer  Alfred  Brouillette  next 
sent  a  request  for  a  hearing  on  a  complaint  against  Joseph 
and  Jamie  Ponte  of  Hope  Street  regarding  the  couple's 
two  pit  bull  terriers.  Chairman  St.  Jean  noted  that  they 
need  to  contact  the  residents  and  the  dog  owners  to 
schedule  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  As 
such,  they  agreed  to  hold  this  matter  for  another  week 
until  a  hearing  could  be  scheduled. 

The  Rochester  Board  of  Selectmen  next  sent  a 
letter  to  the  board  advising  that  they  do  not  support 
placing  an  article  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant  to 
accept  the  provisions  of  Section  16B  of  Chapter  71  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws.  This  law  governs  the 
amending  of  the  original  regional  agreement  between  the 
towns  and  the  Old  Colony  Regional  School  District.  The 
board  voted  to  place  this  letter  on  file. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Transit  Authority 
(SRTA)  next  sent  a  memo  regarding  the  board's  appointed 
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POWER  WASHING 

Cleans  all  types  of  siding  and  shingles 
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representative  to  the  SRTA.  The  board  unanimously  voted 
to  re-appoint  Selectman  Hardy  as  their  representative  to 
the  SRTA  Board. 

Building  Inspector  James  Buckles  next  submitted 
a  letter  to  the  board,  advising  that  he  will  not  be  able  to 
continue  working  in  the  Building  Department  for  a  few 
more  weeks  as  previously  suggested.  Last  week,  they 
unanimously  voted  to  appoint  Leo  Lyonnaise  as  the 
town's  new  Building  Inspector,  since  Mr.  Buckles  did  not 
come  in  for  a  scheduled  interview.  Though  the  Selectmen 
did  request  that  Mr.  Buckles  remain  on  for  a  few  weeks  to 
assist  in  the  changeover,  he  advised  that  due  to  "other 
obligations"  and  "conflicting  interests,"  he  would  be 
unable  to  continue  working  under  the  present 
circumstances. 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  place  Mr. 
Buckles'  letter  on  file  and  also  agreed  to  send  a  letter  to 
him,  thanking  him  for  his  past  service  to  the  town  and  for 
agreeing  to  help  Mr.  Lyonnaise  become  familiar  with  the 
department.  They  also  requested  a  fee  schedule  should 
they  wish  to  hire  him  for  "consultant  work"  in  the  future. 
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Under  New  Business,  Selectman  Hardy  noted 
that  he  is  disturbed  about  the  fact  that  they  haven't 
changed  the  master  keys  or  locks  in  Town  Hall  for  six 
years.  "There  are  some  master  keys  floating  around  out 
there  ...  and  I  think  we  should  investigate  who  has  keys," 
he  said. 

Selectman  Koczera  went  one  step  further,  moving 
that  the  board  have  Town  Hall  Custodian  Bill  Murphy 
look  into  the  cost  of  changing  all  the  locks  in  the  building. 
"We  really  should  re-key  all  the  locks  if  there  are 
duplicate  master  keys  out  there,"  he  said.  "Why  don't  we 
ask  (Mr.  Murphy)  to  get  some  prices  to  change  all  the 
locks  in  Town  Hall?" 

On  a  similar  note,  the  board  noted  that  they  will 
be  looking  into  doing  some  exterior  cleaning  and  repair 
work  on  the  Town  Hall  building.  Chairman  St.  Jean  noted 
that  Selectman  Koczera  will  be  handling  the  building's 
exterior  maintenance,  including  replacing  some  windows, 
power-washing  the  stone  walls,  and  applying  a  silicone 
sealant  to  protect  it  from  weathering. 

"The  Town  Hall  is  in  dire  need  of  maintenance 
work,"  Chairman  St.  Jean  said.  "This  should  be  the 
showpiece  of  town  buildings."  Selectman  Koczera  said  he 
would  consult  Town  Hall  Custodian  Bill  Murphy 
regarding  estimates  for  this  work. 

The  board  also  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  a 
new  policy  whereby  student  police  cadets  who  are 
employed  with  the  Town  of  Acushnet  for  at  least  three 
years,  would  be  reimbursed  for  the  enrollment  fees  they 
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pay  to  enter  the  Police  Academy  training  program.  Until 
recently,  the  state  would  pick  up  the  bill  for  these 
enrollment  fees,  but  now  they  are  assessed  to  the 
individual  police  officers.  As  an  incentive  to  keep  trained 
officers  in  the  town,  the  board  felt  they  should  reimburse 
those  who  decide  to  stay  with  the  Acushnet  department. 

"We've  had  (officers)  which  we've  trained  and 
they've  gone  on  to  work  for  other  communities," 
Selectman  Koczera  said.  "We'd  like  to  retain  our 
investments." 

At  6:02  pm  the  board  voted  to  go  into  Executive 
Session  with  members  of  the  Golf  Course  Committee  to 
discuss  the  pending  contract  for  the  project.  Upon 
returning  to  Open  Session,  the  board  announced  that  they 
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had  voted  to  award  the  bid  for  the  Municipal  Golf  Course 
project  to  International  Golf  for  $2,950,219.  The  only  other 
bidder  was  D.  W.  White,  who  came  in  at  just  over  $3.3 
million.  According  to  Selectman  Koczera,  the 
groundbreaking  for  the  golf  course  should  be  scheduled 
within  the  next  two  or  three  weeks. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening.

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pm  by  Town  Moderator  Robert  E.  Francis,  having  noted 
the  presence  of  a  quorum.  Town  Meeting  voters  first 
considered  two  articles  under  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
(STM)  within  the  Annual. 

Article  1  under  the  STM  was  a  request  for  the 
town  to  transfer  $40,000  from  the  Sewer  Surplus  account, 
$10,000  from  the  Sewer  Reserve  fund,  and  $20,000  from 
the  Sewer  -  Tarkiln  Hill  Road  Capital  Project  Fund  to 
cover  anticipated  deficit  (totalling  $70,000)  in  the  Sewer 
Pumping  Account  for  fiscal  1997. 

This  article  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  (BPW)  and  DPW  Superintendent  Richard  Setele 
moved  to  amend  the  last  figure  from  $20,000  to  $15,000  so 
the  final  allocation  would  be  reduced  by  $5,000  to  $65,000. 
He  explained  that  this  money  would  be  used  to  cover  the 
shortfall  in  the  money  owed  to  the  City  of  New  Bedford 
due  to  increases  in  their  charges  since  the  last  Town 
Meeting  appropriation. 

"New  Bedford  used  to  treat  (Acushnet)  as  a 
wholesale  customer  and  they  would  charge  us  half  of  the 
residential  rate,"  Mr.  Setele  said.  "The  budget  was  based 
on  a  rate  of  $1.33  per  100  cubic  feet.  That  was  raised  to 
$2.66  per  100  cubic  feet.  Then  New  Bedford  increased 
their  own  rates  to  all  residential  customers  to  $3.20  per 
100  cubic  feet."  The  article  was  passed  with  some 
opposition. 

Under  Article  2  of  the  STM,  voters  were  asked  to 
transfer  $300  into  the  Animal  Control  Officer  account  (line 
item  5120)  to  cover  the  ACO's  salary.  Resident  Donald

Gaspar  wanted  to  know  what  this  $300  was  for  and  where 
it  was  going  to  go. 

Selectman  Everett  Hardy  explained  that  the  town 
has  an  agreement  with  Fairhaven  to  share  the  services  of 
an  Animal  Control  Officer.  There  are  times  when 
Acushnet's  ACO  is  working  in  Fairhaven,  and  in  turn, 
Fairhaven  deducts  this  from  their  bill  to  Acushnet.  The 
Animal  Control  Officer  worked  additional  time  in 
Fairhaven  this  year,  and  this  $300  was  to  cover  this 
overtime  workload.  Article  2  was  thereby  passed  with 
opposition. 

Mr.  Francis  adjourned  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
and  convened  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  at  7:25  pm.  After 
a  moment  of  silence  for  deceased  Town  Meeting 
members,  Mr.  Francis  recognized  George  Perry  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors  who  wished  to  make  a  brief  statement. 
"We  are  here  tonight  to  consider  a  $13,653,161  budget, 
which  is  approximately  $300,000  more  than  last  year,"  he 
said.  "For  every  $1,000  spent,  residents'  taxes  go  up  25 
cents  ...  so  if  everything  is  approved  tonight,  your  taxes 
will  increase  by  $75.  Remember  that  when  you  vote,  and 
don't  blame  increased  taxes  on  the  Assessors." 

Mr.  Francis  then  reviewed  Article  1  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  which  requested  a  total  level-funded 
General  Operating  Budget  for  fiscal  1998  of  $13,653,161. 
Finance  Committee  Chairman  John  Howcroft  urged 
residents  to  "stick  to  our  recommendations"  until  the 
town  had  solid  revenue  estimates  and  the  Cherry  Sheet 
figures  for  1998.  "We're  also  asking  that  all  other  money 
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articles  be  tabled  with  the  exception  of  Article  1,"  he  said. 
"This  is  a  modest  budget  based  on  realistic  figures  at  the 
present  time." 

Mr.  Francis  listed  all  the  departmental  line  items 
in  the  General  Operating  Budget  under  Article  1,  asking 
voters  to  "hold"  those  budgets  which  they  wished  to 
discuss  and/or  question.  Voters  then  unanimously  voted 
to  approve  all  budgets  which  were  not  held  during  the 
initial  reading  of  the  warrant. 

Donald  Gaspar  questioned  the  Selectmen's 
budget  (department  1122),  and  wanted  to  know  why  there 
was  a  line  item  for  repair  and  maintenance  to  a  vehicle. 
"Do  the  Selectmen  have  a  car?"  he  asked.  Selectman 
Chairman  Robert  St.  Jean  noted  that  there  is  a  town 
vehicle  which  is  occasionally  used  for  long  trips,  and  this 
line  item  is  for  maintenance  to  that  vehicle. 

Mr.  Gaspar  also  wanted  to  know  why  Software 
Expense  under  line  item  5432  of  the  Data  Processing 
budget  was  hiked  to  $20,000.  Selectman  Hardy  explained 
that  the  town  will  be  purchasing  a  new  software  package 
and  they  are  required,  under  copyright  law,  to  purchase  a 
program  for  each  computer  terminal.  The  new  software 
will  also  include  a  payroll  program  for  the  Town 
Treasurer's  office. 

Residents  also  questioned  the  hiring  of  a  part- 
time  clerk  to  work  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office  for  $10,465 
under  line  item  5120.  Town  Clerk  Richard  Threlfall  noted 
that  he  would  like  to  hire  a  part-time  clerk  so  that  his 
office  could  be  opened  longer  hours  "to  better  serve  the 
needs  of  the  community"  during  lunch  hours  and 
vacations.  He  also  hopes  to  update  the  town's  street 
listing,  maps,  and  census  information  —  all  of  which 
takes  time. 

On  a  similar  note,  there  was  also  a  $2,000  request 
under  the  By-Laws  department,  which  Mr.  Threlfall  said 
would  be  used  to  publish  updated  copies  of  the  town's

by-laws,  "which  were  last  updated  in  book  form  in  1978." 

One  of  the  biggest  bones  of  contention  was 
creating  a  new,  full-time  Animal  Control  Officer  (ACO) 
position  for  the  town  —  a  move  that  would  require  an 
allocation  of  $20,000  under  line  item  5110.  After  much 
debate,  Town  Meeting  voters  decided  to  keep  the  current 
part-time  ACO  position  funded  at  $3,112.  The  additional 
$16,888  was  then  transferred  to  the  SEMASS  account 
(4431)  under  line  item  5292  for  Curbside  Pickup  (bringing 
that  total  to  $61,888). 

In  an  unexpected  move,  voters  also  decided  to 
hire  a  full-time  Water/ Sewer  Superintendent  under  both 
the  DPW  -  Water  Division  (4450)  and  DPW  -  Sewer 
Division  (4450)  budgets,  with  funding  for  this  position

FELINE  HEARTWORMS 

Can  my  cat  get  Jieartwonns? 

Unfortunately,  yes.  Cats  that  spend  the  majority  of 

time  outdoors  are  at  risk  of  developing  heartworms. 

/  thought  tliat  dogs  were  the  only  animals  to  get  lieart- 

worms. 

Dogs  and  cats,  as  well  as  ferrets,  can  get  heartworms. 

What  are  the  signs  of  heartworms  in  cats? 
Sudden  difficulty  breathing,  sometimes  leading  to 
death,  occurs  occasionally.  Other  more  chronic  signs 
include  coughing,  gagging,  vomiting  and  weight  loss. 

Wliat  should  I  do  about  heartworms  in  my  cat? 
If  your  cat  spends  lots  of  time  outdoors  in  this  area, 
talk  to  your  vet  about  heartworm  testing  and  putting 
your  cat  on  medication  for  heartworm  prevention.

On  Saturday,  June  21,  from  1:00  to  5:00  pm,  a  tour 
of  the  North  Rochester  Congregational  Church,  the 
Rochester  Center  Congregational  Church,  four  old  homes, 
a  new  home,  and  the  Clydesdale  horses  in  a  1756  barn  at 
Eastover  Farms  will  be  open  to  the  public. 

Dubbed  "A  Country  Tour/'  the  event  is  being 
sponsored  by  the  Rochester  Historical  Society  and  will 
include  guided  tours  and  information  on  the  following 
historic  sites  of  interest: 

•  The  Swift  Homestead  (136  North  Avenue)  -  This 
house,  a  spacious  two-story  farmhouse,  was  built  in  1745. 
There  is  an  old  well  in  the  remodeled  kitchen  and  a 
spacious  deck.  There  are  several  fireplaces,  including  a 
Franklin  cast  iron. -The  house  also  features  beamed 
ceilings,  wide  pine  floor  boards,  braided  rugs,  and 
interesting  accessories  which  add  charm; 

•  The  Old  North  Church  (245  North  Avenue)  - 
The  Third  Parish,  or  North  Rochester  Church,  was 
organized  exactly  250  years  ago  —  its  charter  being 
granted  in  June  1747,  the  result  of  a  squabble  between 
Rev.  Ruggles  of  the  First  Parish  and  Noah  Sprague,  Esq.  It 
served  the  remote  villages  in  North  Rochester,  South 
Middleboro,  and  East  Freetown.  The  Rev.  Thomas  West 
served  as  her  first  minister  in  a  tiny  building  beside  the 
cemetery  on  Braley  Hill  Road.  It  is  here  that  Rev.  West  is 
buried.  A  second  building  was  erected  on  the  present 
location  in  1791.  In  1840,  Rev.  Isaac  Briggs  led  a  fundraiser

to  hire  the  famous  local  architect  Mr.  Solomon  K.  Eaton  to 
both  design  and  build  the  structure.  He  did  so  for  $2,000. 
Membership  has  flourished  and  waned  over  the  years. 
Closed  down  for  several  years,  a  renewal  of  interest  has 
spurred  a  rebirth  with  services  being  held  each  Sunday; 

•  The  Bisbee  Homestead  (670  Neck  Road)  -  Built 
on  land  granted  to  Hopestill  Bisbee  by  George  HI  in  the 
mid-1700's,  the  Bisbee  homestead  has  undergone  several 
renovations.  The  earliest  was  about  1800  and  the  latest  in 
1990.  The  home  office,  located  off  the  east  wing,  served  as 
an  early  school  house  built  on  the  property  in  1790.  It  was 
moved  to  its  present  location  after  the  Civil  War.  The 
structure,  probably  used  as  a  summer  kitchen,  was 
renovated  this  year.  The  kitchen  boasts  an  unusually  large 
brick  oven  and  a  1920  Glenwood  gas  range.  The  property 
was  in  the  Bisbee  family  until  1985  when  purchased  by 
the  present  owners,  Kirby  and  Carolyn  Gilmore; 

•  The  Fuller  Homestead  (404  Neck  Road)  -  Visit 
an  1800  Cape  Cod  farm  house  where  two  Rochester 
Selectmen  have  resided  —  both  residents  of  this  house  for 
71  years.  This  property  has  been  in  the  family  since  1783,

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Branagh's  Hamlet  is 
a  lavish  depiction  of 
Shakespeare  classic

■  Hattilet.  Starring  Kenneth  Branagh  and  Derek 
Jacobi.  Directed  by  Kenneth  Branagh.  Running 
time:  242  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  PG-13.  At  Cinema 
140  in  New  Bedford. 

At  his  best,  and  sometimes  at  his  worst,  Kenneth 
Branagh  is  an  exuberant  and  playful  actor-director.  His 
excess  was  wretched  when  applied  to  the  sedate  Mary 
Shelley,  but  it's  perfect  for  Shakespeare.  In  Hamlet, 
Branagh  gives  you  both  barrels  —  the  full  play,  which 
usually  takes  about  five  hours  to  perform  on  stage. 
Branagh  brings  it  in  at  just  over  four  hours,  and  it 
hurtles  ahead  like  the  bus  in  Speed  (a  comparison 
Branagh  might  enjoy)  —  bulky  but  fast  and 
exhilarating. 

As  Hamlet,  Branagh  wears  a  triangular  goatee 
pointing  down  at  his  body,  as  if  to  indicate  that  this 
production  will  be  preoccupied  with  the  physical. 
Branagh's  camera  circles  around  huge,  opulent  sets;  he 
delivers  his  pre-intermission  soliloquy  in  front  of  a  vast 
expanse  of  snow,  with  Fortinbras'  army  approaching 
far  in  the  distance.  (It's  a  glaringly  obvious  process 
shot,  but  I  didn't  care.)  The  cumulative  effect  of  four 
hours  of  Ken's  Magic  Show  is  far  from  boredom;  it's 
closer  to  happy  exhaustion,  like  the  aftermath  of  a 
great  meal.  And  Branagh  keeps  serving  up  one 
irresistible  dessert  after  another. 

In  his  eagerness  to  lure  the  mass  American 
audience,  Branagh  also  serves  up  a  batch  of  novelty 
cameos.  Ooh,  there's  Billy  Crystal  as  the  gravedigger! 
(He's  actually  pretty  funny.)  And  here's  Jack  Lemmon, 


Charlton  Heston,  Robin  Williams,  and  a  few  others  in  a 
variety  of  walk-ons  ranging  from  amusing  to 
meaningless.  A  gross  example  of  the  latter  is  Gerard 
Depardieu,  whose  sole  function  in  his  one  brief  scene  is 
to  listen  to  Polonius  and  say  "Yes,  my  lord."  Scenes 
like  this  make  you  wish  that  Branagh  had  settled  for  an 
almost  complete  adaptation. 

Still,  even  Branagh's  insistence  on  retaining  the 
pointless  moments  is  refreshing  nowadays,  when 
every  scene  in  a  Hollywood  film  timidly  serves  some 
Screenwriting  101  purpose.  And  when  Branagh  gives 
the  floor  to  his  main  actors,  all  is  forgiven.  Derek 
Jacobi,  who  directed  Branagh  in  two  productions  of 
Hamlet,  makes  an  imposing  and  lusty  Claudius.  Kate 
Winslet's  Ophelia  is  earthy  and  lively,  making  her 
descent  into  madness  all  the  more  vivid.  Julie  Christie, 
a  newcomer  to  Shakespeare,  is  a  touching  and 
conflicted  Gertrude.  (Branagh  has  dropped  the  Oedipal 
interpretation  as  seen  in  the  Mel  Gibson  Hamlet.) 

Hamlet  is  a  notoriously  difficult  role,  and 
Branagh  does  some  amazing  things  and  some  other 
things  that  don't  work.  His  gestures  often  seem  too 
smooth  and  practiced  (watch  him  in  his  first  soliloquy), 
and  he's  too  openly  furious  a  lot  of  the  time.  Branagh 
never  met  a  rant  he  didn't  like;  he's  Dennis  Miller  as  a 
tragic  hero.  Mostly,  though,  Branagh  the  actor-director 
just  wants  to  put  on  an  eye-popping  show,  and  he 
does. 

Consider,  for  instance,  the  brilliant  conception  of 
"To  be  or  not  to  be,"  which  Branagh  delivers  into  a 
two-way  mirror,  with  Polonius  and  Claudius  behind  it 
watching  him.  At  the  end,  Fortinbras'  soldiers  crash 
through  the  mirrored  doors,  as  if  shattering  the 
narcissism,  paranoia,  and  rampant  deceit  in  the 
corridors  of  power.  It's  an  action  climax;  finally,  John 
Woo  meets  Shakespeare!  Die-hard  Bard  students  may 
quibble,  but  this  gargantuan  and  glorious  Hamlet  is  a 
movie-lover's  paradise.
